The idea that weshould have formal warning 
is opposed to all tho facta of history, as Co- 
lone! F, Maurioo demonstrated two or threo 
ears ago; and the idea, even moro preva- 
lant, that the Fronch would never care to 
attack us, is bised. on ignorance of the firet 
fact of the aituation. They would attack 
us to-morrow, even if Kzypt were tho 
only stake, if thoy could fight by land, 
which ia precisoly what Sir 6. Watkin’s 
project witl enable them to do. They 
do not care for a war which, uader ezistin: 
conditions, must ba maritima, and coul 
therefore neither add to the glory of their 
Army, nor secure that for which the nation 
Jongs,—the restotation of its prostigo by 
victory in o pi'ched battle of the first class. 
Even, bowaver, if we grant that the pro- 
moters are right, the projeat must have the 
most evil effects, for it will promote con- 
tinual ponic, a continual interest in all 
Continental military changes, and continual 
demands for mora forca to mako the island 
safo sgainst a shock which, if it aver oc- 
curred, would produce as its first couse- 
quence univereal bankruptcy. Evon busi- 
ness ron hardly roaliae how complete! 
credit is tho foundation of Engtish bus- 
ness, or what would be the ruinous effect 
ofa week's panic as to tho possibility of 
invasion,—a panic, we mean, with the 
raasonable foundation which the juaction 
of England to the-Continont would appoar 
tolay. Many such panics would bring us 
the Conscription as the only. continuous and 
perfect defence, and with it a chango in 
all our institutions and modes of thought 
for which the Gladstonians, we ara cortain, 
do-notlong. Yet they permit the Govern- 
ment of their choice to leave o question 
like this an open one, and to ‘signify that 
ita chief considers the abolition of the 
‘first line of defence? a matter of secondary 
importance which does not concern tho] 
Administration, and upon which every- 
body is ut liberty to vote as ho likes. That 
seeme to Us an abrogation of the leadorship 
which it is the Grat virtua of ‘responsible 
government to maintain.

The cightoenth contary proteond ttle olse 
on the subject, though there are plenty of 
acattored ‘hints tn much earlior works. 
Thus James Melville, a Ministor, a Cabinet 
Ministor of James VI, 8 professor, and at 
ono period.an ‘oxilé, spoaks of bis ‘hoppy 
and golden time? as atndent at St. 
Andrews, Thon he used ‘to listen to Mr 
John Knox, aa he refreshed himself in tho 
College gardons of St,’ Leonard's and 
ghook in his shoos as Knox denounced 
jndgmonts from the pulpit, now occapied 
moro pacifically by A. KH, B, _ In those 
days Molville had his ‘glab* and halls for 
the goff—that is about 1670, Unluckily 
he gives no inforraation whatever about 
the Kirkaldya and Tom Morrises of tho 
period.” Tho Kirkaldya indeed were chiefly 
engaged in cleaving helmets end coraleta, 
while the only Morris of tho period is men- 
tioned in tho records of tho Kirk Sessions 
as dresing penance for some pescadilio— 
probably golf on o Sunday, There are 
oldor reforencea to tha pastime, ‘and mony 
in later history, as when Archbishop 
Sharpo.and the great Montrose buy balle 
and olabs; when Charles I. henrd of the 
Irish Rebollion in tha middio of a game, 
hich Wadrow assures us be played ont 
for all that; when Captain Porteous, 
being panishéd in 9 bunker, blasphomonsly 
slleged that there could not be a 5; ectal 
Providence ; when tho mother of the Bride 
of Lammermoor: was occused of changing 
a man into a golf ball by. magic art; when 
Dunoan Forbes of Culloden, who practical- 
ly killed the Robellion of 1746, was tho 
champion playor at Leith; whon Prince: 
Gharles brought gélf into Jtaly; when the 
Covennntera’ illustrated their sermons by 
olfing motaphora—in fact, all Scote! 
iatory is full of tha national game. 
Now it hes ‘a boom, and Mr Horaco 
Hatchinson, whom tho world calls ‘ for 
Jove, and for enphony, Horace,’ bas 
written s capital text book of golf, ‘ coat 
you a ghilling,’ os Mr Popys has it. £ 
Tho gay acienco of Horace is not wholly 
acenrate in historical matters, He tolls 
the Flomish tale of the golfer who playod a 
match with the Fiond, and nacribes it to 
“an old book by one Charles Deulia.’ 
One might ag-well dall ‘Golfing’ ‘an old 
book by one Quintus Horatius Hatchin- 
son.’ M, Charles Denlin, who died some 
fifteen years ogo, was scarcely an ‘old 
master’ in tho art of writing ; his Flemish 
popular talea won the praise of Sainte- 
Beuve, Nor does.M, Zola, who hero is 
not ‘really a roalist' say that Flomish 
golfers hit four bundrod yards on the ico. 
¥Lo makes thom do so across country, and 
8 the ballis made of boechwood, while tho 
club is a wonderfal iron-headed tool—a 
wildly oxaggorated ‘niblick’ with a twist 
on it--M, Zoln is probably misinformed. 
Howorer, the ‘braves Belgos’ vow that 
they can do all this, and, boing presonted 
with Scoteh weapons by an amatear, they 
pad they felt they could hit still furthor 
‘with theso, ‘Till a Belgian comes over 
and drives the long hole (520 yards) in one, 
scepticism will pravail in British bosoms, 
Probably they are unaccustomed to estin- 
ote distances. In times befora gutta-per- 
cha, balls were made of feathers, stuffed 
into leathorn jerking, Tho Sootch used to 
buy thom from tho Dutch till gentle King 
Jamie put on a prodigious tariff. Then 
balls wero mode at home. ‘Dobson,’ or 
Robertson, a forcboar of the eminent Allan, 
waa a balimaker about 1720, ‘heart was 
said to be unhealthy, as the feathers woro 
driven in by an iron pin, fastened in ao 
pioco of wood, which was pressed against 
the breastof the meker, But Tom Morris, 
who, at an age beyond the Psalmist’s limit, 
con driva with almost any man, was a 
feather-ball maker, and he does not seom 
fo have.suffered much by his practice. 
However, if ball-making was rouly on- 
wholesomo, 13 Mr Hutcbinson sayé, ‘it 
would have been better after all to lot tho 
Dutchmen mako tho golf bulls.’ In thoso 
days what are culled ‘approach shots,’ hits 
of about eighty yards, wero pluyed with 
little wooden clubs named ‘baify spoons,’ 
These did not beck tha bail, when bang 
went half-o-crawn, and ont came tho foa- 
thors. Mr Hutchinson says four shillings 
wont bang—but that was in Montrose'a 
tima, and four shillings Were four shillings 
Seote, about twopence-balfpeuny starling. 
Now every beginner must use an iron club, 
and ‘eut his divot’—that is, hack up a 
sod. This is a deptorable practice; aud 
somo there bo who do it, knowing battor 
in their hearts and consciences. Henca 
comes ‘the wonring o’ the greon’ in a 
pense not intended by the poot. By tho 
way, the game playod in the ‘Arabian 
Nights,’ Tzigan (whence ‘chicane,') was 
aasnrodly polo, though ‘the translator 
calls the weapon useda golf club? What 
the translator said ia not evidence; he 
might aa well have called it a landing net. 
Mr -Hutchicaon takes a modern and Hng- 
lish view of golf. Ho is not irrituted by 
beginners counting their enormaus scores in 
little books, a aight which makes » Caledo- 
nian rave, He hasno horror of pot-hunting 
because the * pots’ are worth so very Little. 
But where ia the use of the pote? They 
sulgdriee the game, and heary betting do- 
moralises it, and is idiotic. The game ia 
good enough in itself, with a nominal stake 
of half-s-crown as a trophy, if mon mast bet. 
‘The large handicaps, anything over eighteen 
strokes, only crowd the green with the 
feeble folk, who are better out of the way 
playing lawn tonnis or croquet. Mr Hut- 
‘ehingon's educational writing ia excellent ; 
his remarks ou the functions of the back- 
Done in golf suggest tho deeply contem- 
plative nature of the pastime. 1s my back- 
one right?’ we shall hear beginners usk- 
ing their tutors, Surely they have plenty 
of things to think of olready—their stant, 
their waggle (there is much in a waggle), 
their keeping the eye on the ball, their ‘let- 
ting their.arms go,’ their ‘slow up,’ their 
“dinna press,’ and all the reat of it. To re- 
ect on one’s spine is quite a new exercise, 
and certainly adds to the complex and scien - 
tific natura of the diversion. Morality also 
enters into the sport, That man ones won 
the championship, after being drunk over- 
night, is clearly no rengon why we should 
all get ‘that fou’ on any occasion 
whatever. The golfer who said he could 


play a fino game if he had-o pint of | P 


ehampagne every two holas probably over- 
estimated. his own capacities. The worst 
thing todo at golf (and indeed oven in 
trivial .sifairs) is to losa anr tempers. 
There was a man who, making a bad shot, 
. deliberately broko overy club in his set. 
~ He then remarked, ‘Now, somo men would 
‘have lost their tempers.’ Others muke uss 
of language which causes ua to regret that

No paxcel is sent with the 
Overland Mail vid Brindisi. Parcels there- 
foro arrive in London about eight days later 
than the Mail, Parcels may be sealed, but 
any parecl, aven though scaled, is liable to 
be opened for examination, : 

Parcels must bé posted in Hougkong 
beforo 3 p.m. on tho day before tho depar- 
turo of the Mail.
